WASHINGTON, April 7. Henry 
R: Lerner, former chief of the 
employment development section 
of the Army Finance Center in 
St. Louis, said today he had quit 
as an employe of the army in 
Virginia because of “undue B pres- 
sure and influenee” brought to 
bear on him by Representative 
Raymond W. Karst (Dem.), St. 
Louis, and acting Secretary of 
the Army Karl R..Bendetsen. 
Karst denied this. He said the 
Army threaterd to fire Lerner 
for security reasons and that 
“they have enough evidence on 
him to hang him.” 

Bendetsen on Tuesday told a 
House subcommittee co-ordinating 
an investigation of conditions at 
the center that Lerner would: be 
fired. Lerner heard of this state- 
ment yesterday and immediately 
submitted his resignation to Maj. 
Gen. Eugéne Foster, Army chief 
of finance. It was accepted. 

Refers to Karst’s Ambitions. 

“This pressure ‘by Karst and 
Bendetsen) has had a negative 
influence upon me and my fami- 
ly to the extent of jeopardizing 
our physical and mental health,” 
Lerner wrote to Gen. Foster. 
“Through this resignation I feel 
I am in a position to throw off 
the restrictions that are forced 
upon a federal employe in at- 
tempting to make known his case 
publicly. I believe that I can 
more effectively present my view- 
point as well as the position of 
the Army Finance Center in the 
current investigation which has 
been brought forward by the poli- 
tical ambitions of Congressman 
Karst.” 

The discharge was ordered 
under Public Law 808, which 
gives the Secretary of the Army 
authority to fire anyone he deems 
a “security risk.” Bendetsen did 
not tell the subcommittee in what 
way he considered Lerner a se- 
curity risk and declined to discuss 
the case with the Post-Dispatch.

Transferred To Virginia. 

Lerner, who was transferred | 
temporarily three weeks ago to 
an Army post in Virginia, told 
the Post-Dispatch that while he 
did not know the nature of the 
charges against him he assumed 
the Army was charging him with 
engaging in Communist activities. 

Lerner has not been given a 
hearing but had he not resigned 
he could have obtained one, He 
said he resigned rather than ask 
for & hearing because he is now 
entitled to receive about $2000 in 
accrued vacation pay. He said he

this sum had he been fired and | 
that he wanted to usé the money |

Karst said the subcommittee 
of which he is chairman would 
not give Lernet a hearing.

HE facts about American air power, in its relation to the na- 
tional security, are really very simple. The basic, over-riding fact 
is this. Defense Secretary Louis Johnson has reduced American 
strength in the air by approximately one third in the year of the 
Soviet atomic bomb. Moreover, even before the Johnson slash, the 
level of American air strength was already, in the unanimous opinion 
of the experts who have studied the problem, too low.

In quick order, he accused McCarthy of having 
made unauthorized use of secret Government 


documents, of being the willing tool and dupe - 


of the Chinese Nationalists’ lobby, of having 
made.“the United States an object of suspicion 
in the eyes of the non-Communist world, and 
undoubtedly the laughing stock of the Commu- 
nist governments.” 

He described the Senator's charges as “base 
and contemptible lies.” He accused him of 
welshing on his promise’ to repeat the charges 
off the floor of the Senate where they are 
cloaked with immunity. And he cut through to 
one of the essential elements of this business: 
the right to utter opinions without fear of re- 
prisal. Worth noting were these two sentences: 


If the people of this country can differ 
with the so-called China lobby or with Sen- 
ator McCarthy only at the risk of the abuse 
to which I have been subjected, freedom 
will not long survive. 

If officials of our Government cannot con- 
sult people of diverse views without expos- 
ing themselves to the kind of attack that 
Senator McCarthy has visited upon officers 
of the Stafe Department, our governmental 
policy will necessarily be sterile. 


Under the questioning of Senator Hicken- 
looper, who acted as the mouthpiece of his 
Wisconsin colleague; Mr. Lattimore was as sure 
and as sharp as when he was reading his pre- 
pared statement. By way-of rhetorical conces- 
sion, he said that he might have given ‘bad ad- 
vice on Chinese policy on occasion, but he made 
it clear enough that he did not really believe 
this. He justified his: every statement with 
what to him seemed sufficient .evidence, 

By the time the committee rose for a belated 
luncheon, it was obvious that the large audience 
was on his side. Senator Tydings. the chairman 
of the investigating committee, by mein rather 
than word indicated that he, too, had been im- 
pressed. The affair, of course, has not reached 
its end. There are other rounds ahead in this 
fight. But Senator McCarthy will have to make 
an almost miraculous comeback to get into the 
running again. 

We believe that the process of congressional 
investigation should never be made the vehicle 
of political attack, personal abuse, or propa- 
gandistic publicity. It may be one of its weak- 
nesses that it can be so abused. That is why 
some hearings might be more wisely conducted 
behind closed doors—although it is important 
that conclusions so reached ke submitted for 
public scrutiny. But the investigative process 
also carries the antidotes and the remedies for 
its abuses. That has now been splendidly dem- 
onstrated in this very inquiry. Whatever the 
ultimate conclusion, Mr. Lattimore had his day 
in court. And what a day it. was! 

If his defense stands up, it may well mark 
the beginning of the end of that element of 
hysteria, irresponsibility. and self-seeking which, 
unfortunately; has capitalized on some aspects of 
America’s necessary and prudent concern with 
the threat of Russian totalitarianism. 

Mr. Lattimore proved that in the United 
States one cannot fight totalitarianism with 
totalitarian methods. Our free institutions are 
much too vigorous. 
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Parking Meters on ‘the Way 

Now that the Board of Aldermen: has passed 
a parking meter ordinance, St. Louis will Begin 
to discover what meters can and cannot do for 
the city’s traffic problem. 

More than 1500 cities are using meters. Their 
experience is that the devices can be either a 
minor nuisance or a minor aid to motorists who 
seek parking spaces. 

If the new St. Louis Parking Meter Commis- 
sion places meters on narrow downtown streets 
where there is no excuse for any parking, more 
congestion will result. If the meters are placed 
wisely, there will be a few more parking spaces 
available each day. 

But at best the meters are only a partial 
answer for a city which’ has only 22,000 parking 
spaces for the 94,000 ‘automobiles .which are 
driven downtown daily. Off-street parking is 
So far the city has not used

Minding Britain’s Business 

America’s relations with Britain. within the 
last year have produced some sharp economic 
irritations, so it is not entirely easy to laugh off 
the activity of the “Irish bloc” in Congress. 

The House.voted 99 to 66 to cut Britain off 
without a cent of ECA funds as long as Ireland 
is partitioned. This idea represents the chauvin- 
ism of Congressman Fogarty, who might be re- 
minded that he represents Rhode Island and 
not Kilkenny, where the two cats fought until 
there was nothing left but their tails. 

During this occurrence of -.pea-brained states- 
manship, 267 House members were not even 
looking. Naturally the chamber reversed itself 
quickly. The London press ignored the episode 
as if it were merely a sign of. spring fever. 

Yet the flurry over Ireland was a sample, 
however absurd, of unjustified attempts tg in- 
tervene in British affairs: Last Avwgust, the 
Senate had to defeat Senator Kem’s_ proposal 
to deny recovery funds to Socialist countries. 
Too many Americans have given the British too 
much extracurricular advice, most of it well in- 
tentioned, but some of it ‘bad. 

This is a particularly poor time for Congress 
to go off on unnecessary intrusions into-our re- 
lations with Britain. The Aflantic cousins are 
faced with a number of highly’ “serious, and to- 
tally unsettled; economic questions. Each of 
these is sufficient alone to cause some friction. 

This country has suggested integration of the 
British economy with that of Western Europe, 
and the British have Opposed it. Washington 
has preached about the necessity for Britain to 
economize and reduce her dollar deficit. But 
now that Britain is trying to raise trade barriers 
against American oil, to save dollars, the oi] bloc 
in Congress naturally does not like it. 

Obviously Britain cannot recover from the 
dollar deficit and satisfy every American eco-

Through Charles Binaggio, the underworld at- 
tempted open seizure of political power in Kan- | 
sas City and Missouri.

Binaggio was a hoodlum ward-heeler and Gar- 
gotta was the complete gangster. Their deaths 
are, first of all, a case for the Kansas City po- 
lice, who already have the remarkable record 
of failure to solve 21 murders in three years. 
But the killings are far more important than 
this because of the political: power Binaggio had 
won and the further power he sought. He was 


a Capone mob representative. He had wide | 


liquor and gambling interests. He« had back- 
door entry to Govi Smith's office. He was re- 
ported to have raised a gambler’s fund for 
Smith’s campaign. 


As a chapter in gangland’s grasp for political ° 


power, the murders entail responsibility for in- 
vestigation all the way to Washington and the 
Justice Department. 

They occurred almost on the doorstep of a 
federal grand jury. investigating crime syndi- 
cates. Binaggio was part of such a syndicate. 
He and Gargotta had testified before the grand 
jury and were under subpena to 4t. Can the 
Justice Department ignore the murders of ma- 
jor witnesses in a federal inquiry? 

For nearly three years the FBI has failed 
abjectly to solve the theft of evidence of vote 
frauds in a Kansas City Democratic primary 
election. Much of’ that evidence pertained to 
Binaggio’s own north side district. Now there 
are only 41 days left before the statute of lim- 
itations closes the ballot theft to the FBI. 

Binaggio’s murder may have resulted from 
his failure to provide a “green light” for rack- 
etéers. Maybe it was connected with the ballot 
theft. At this point nobody knows. But his 
personal papers and records are now open to 
inspection, and they may be revealing. 

Two months ago President Truman and At- 
torney General McGrath promised to co-operate 
with cities in efforts to fight organized crime. 
Now the Binaggio-Gargotta killings offer the 
Justice Department a prize opportunity to help 
crush the underworld’s brazen encroachment on 
government.

It is a far cry from the old days of the Army 
posts, when officers and men twiddled their 
thumbs in arid tedium, to the present completed 
plans for University of California courses to be 
given throughout the Far East Command, What 
a welcome stimulation it must be for Army and 
Air Force personnel on Okinawa and Guam to 
be able to enroll in courses that will give them 
nearly the first two years’ credit toward a de- 
gree. 

A series of university centers is already oper- 
ating in the European Command, with nearly 
1000 enrolled in classes offered by the Univer- 
sity of Maryland. Now the University of Cali- 
fornia’s classes in the Pacific are to be set up in 
15 centers, including Japan and the Philippines. 
Civilian as well as military personnel will be 
eligible to take up the studies. 

This is a program which called for some 
imagination. It will not only make life more 
bearable at less diverting outposts, and thus en- 
courage more Americans to take on these neces- 
sary duties. It will also make better soldiers, 
better airmen, better Government employes, 
better citizens. The military men, Government 
administrators and educators who are responsible 
for bringing this training program into existence 
merit commendation for a fresh and constru 
tive piece of work. 
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Mr. Karsten for Rent Control 
Representative Karsten of St. Louis speaks tl. 
views of thousands of renters in his home cit) 
and throughout Missouri when he urges Gov. 
Smith to press for a standby rent control law. 
The personal plight of many of them will cor- 
roborate his assertion that “the housing short- 
age is just about as acute as it has ever been.” 
To Mayor Darst’s prediction that “chaos” would 
follow the removal of all rent controls, Mr.

State action is not the best means of rent 
control, Representative Karsten recognizes; but 
if federal control is allowed to expire, and he 
sees a 50-50 chance of it, the Missouri Legis- 
lature will have to act before ° state “controls 
could be instituteti or ‘before St. Louis or any 


‘other city in the state could install its own con- 


trols. 

There is more than one good reason why a 
special session of the Missouri Legislature is im- 
perative within thé next few months. One of 
them is that otherwise the city earnings tax will 
expire, and St. Louis is in a critical situation 
even with the earnings tax. Among the other 
reasons, certainly, is the necessity for local rent 
control to take .effect if federal control is al- 
lowed to lapse. ,Can Gov. Smith remain unre- 


sponsive to these appealing human needs, and 


to the wishes of. many thousands of voters?

campaign that now alarms responsible h 
publican leaders. He was a handy scap 
goat forthe irresponsibles for the reasoi. 
that they could assert with truth that Re- 
publicans were not called into consultation 
on Far Eastern policy and hence could not 
be blamed for what happened. 


Here emerges a point that might be 
fruitfully pondered by both parties as they 
move to restore a pattern of co-operation 
that has been badly damaged in the reck- 
less sniping of recent weeks. Never has 
the need for American solidarity and cool 
judgment been more urgent than at this 
moment, and not since before the war has 
the United States looked so divided and 
foggy-minded abroad and been so distract- 
ed and uncertain at. home.

It is a success of bipartisan policy. In 
formulating, executing and subsidizing the 
plan for European aid, the two pafties 
have worked closely together. Even in the 
vote for new appropriations the opposition 
was neither large nor partisan enough to 
cripple the program. No enterprise ever 
undertaken. in the foreign field has re- 
ceived more general public support, re- 
gardless of party lines. 


It is a success, too, of the economic ap- 
proach to the world conflict. The Com- 
munists have been checked in Europe just 
to the extent to which the Western peo- 
ples have been fed, employed, rehoused 
and rehabilitated. The process is by no 
means finished, but the resistance built 
up in two years by economic means alone, 


is not a victory for the people. 


and the political consequences in every 
country involved, are a striking vindica- 
tion. of the method employed. 


Democrats and Republicans can draw 
only one conclusion from the exhibit. Too 
many other factors blur the Asiatic pic- 
ture to make it safe to say that a better- 
explained and bipartisan policy might have 
saved the day in China, but certainly we 
have won a victory in the cold war in the 
area where the two parties worked togeth- 
er and agreed to back the common strategy 
with adequate funds. 


This is the best argument for the re- 
sumption of two-party collaboration in for- 
eign affairs. It is a precedent for a new 
attack on the explosive problems of Asia. 
A formula that has proved reasonably suc- 
cessful deserved to be improved, adapted 
to different conditions and tried again.

No Victory for the People 


As a reason, or excuse, for taking over 
all revenues and expenditures from the 
provincial governments, the centralized au- 
thority further announces that large-scale 
local maladministration in the collection 
and distribution of grain have resulted 
in “irreparable losses to the Communist 
party.” 

Thus official as well as grapevine re- 
ports indicate that the Communist victory 
The hap- 
less Chinese millions are suffering more 
under the new regime than they suffered 
under the old. In none of the rising na- 
tions of the East have the populations yet 
enioyed the benefits of independence. 


The Indian sub-continent is torn with 
strife between India and Pakistan, and 
unless the Prime Mémisters of the two 
states find a way to restore order at their 
present meeting in New Delhi their victo- 
ry, too, will be submerged in civil war. 
Conflict rages in Burma, Indo-China and 
Malaya. Soviet agitators are stirring up 
the fire, but the spark of Communism is 
hardly needed to set the whole region 
afiame. 

This violent transition is at once a check 
and a challenge to American policy. Lead- 
ers in both parties who look ahead know 
the challenge has to be met, and met in 
the way the challenge in Europe was met 
when that Continent seemed too weak to 
withstand Soviet pressure. 

Congress whittled’ down the appropria- 
tion for the Point Four program in Asia 
to $25,000,000, yet even that meager 
amount, backed up by technical advice and 
a considered plan, could start a process 
that might reverse the tide. 


An Able Southern Editor

Louis I, Jaffe had been editor of The 
Norfolk Virginian-Pilot for 30 years before 
his death. His vivid style, urbanity and 
the fine philosophy that underlay his 
craftsmanship made his editorial page one 
of the most readable. He was awarded the 
Pulitzer Prize in 1929 for an editorial on 
lynching that summed up the South's 
growing indignation against a crime that 
has been decreasing in incidence year by 
year. Partly the decrease has been due to 
the relentless crusade conducted by lead- 
ers of the press like Louis Jaffe. 

Mr. Jaffe was one of the first Southern 
editors to raise his voice against the poll 
tax that is still a prerequisite to vote. in 


seven states. He powerfully aided the 
movement for the repeal of that tax that 
is still gaining momentum in Virginia and 
the six other states that retain it. Years 


_ before the federal court directives had 


ordained an equal distribution of the fa- 
cilities for public education on constitu- 
tional grounds he contended for the prin- 
ciple on moral grounds. 

There was a shining philosophy on the 
page which Louis Jaffe edited for the 
span of almost a full generation. It was 
that democracy must always be vigorously 
defended in the citadels of. public opinion 
against those who would subvert it by

There is a botan- 
ical extravaganza attacking the idiocy of 
a purity theories which flippantly con- 
cludes: 


Love runs amuck in flower pots 
where virtue’s never sure 

and even lilies cannot say 
“We're absolutely pure.” 


This frolicsome bit alone would mislead 
readers as to the author's characteristic ex- 
pression. After an ecstatic passage of 
frank love poetry, the discourse disconso- 
lately resumes: 


It is a tortured year when love retreats 
for it does not leave suddenly all one, 
but like a torn love letter in empty streets 

the scraps dance wildly under Sunday sun. 


The poems employ Byronic metrical 
variety and ingenuity of rhyme, noiselessly 
shifting gears as moods swiftly change. 
Deepest poignancy is conveyed in the 
hexameters beginning, “Rain will always 
wring a sonnet from a man, or wreckage 
of a man,” a passage which flows easily 
and almost imperceptibly into the exacting 
form of the sonnet. 


For the most part, the book is lyrical 
and*highly personal, despite a richness of 
light allusion to ether writers, including 
Thomas Chatterton, Dante, Jesuit and ori- 
ental philosophers. Dickens and Mark 
Twain. One Dryden-like verse essay de- 
velops the thesis that women have had a 
baleful effect on letters. - Had feminine 
censors been less intrusive, it is suggested, 
writing men would have produced “more 
Dionysus and less Galahad.”

A concluding narrative unit, “Sweeney 
in the Cathedral,” is a timely parody on 
T. S. Eliot, but this hilarious incident also 
strangely emphasizes the author’s convic- 
tion of the impossibility of following the 
maxim of his and his. coevals’ youth: 


“Strip yourself when you write or paint, 
put self and truth in every line!”

On the radio the other 
day, I heard Toscanini rehears- 
ing his orchestia with vigorous 
imprecation at the age. of 83. 
-And I can testify that some years 
ago, after Baruch wes well over 
70, he went quail-hu-ting on his 
South Carolina place and killed 16 birds with 17 shells. 

However, against the number of men and women who remain 
busy and useful in old age, a great many more “let loose all holts” 
and become a burden and @ bore and a pain in the neck. It is not 
entirely their fault. Hitherto, this has been a young country—a 
country where muscle and brawn were more important than reflec- 
tion and contemplation—and our people don’t know how to live 
when they get old. : 


* =x * 

CICERO SAID that there are four reasons why old age is thought 
to be unhappy. One is that it withdraws us from active employ- 
ments; second, that it enfeebles the body; third, that it deprives us 
of nearly all physical pleasures; fourth, that is the next step to death. 
One by one, Cicero examines these indictments of old age and an- 
swers them. When you read his arguments, you begin to believe 
that Robert Browning had something when he wrote the lines: 

Grow old along with me! 
The best is yet to be, 
The last of life. for which the first was made... 

As to active employments, Cicero argued that “the great affairs 
of life are not performed by physical strength, or activity or nimble- 
ness of body, but by deliberation, character, expression of opinion.” 
He denied that in old men mental powers need wane or memory 
weaken. To give his readers a laugh, he said he had never heard 

of an old man forgetting where he had hidden his money. 
* x * 


TO SHOW HOW USEFUL old men can be, Cicero told how 
Sophocles had written plays up to extreme old age; he cited the 
labors of Homer, Hesiod, Simonides, Isocrates and Gorgias and men- 
tioned the founders of schools of philosophy—Pythagoras, Democritus, 
Plato and Xenocrates, ali of whom were spry old codgers. And, of 
course, there was Socrates, who hit the intellectual ball out of the 
park until the very moment they gave him the hemlock to drink. 


AS TO PHYSICAL POWERS, Cicero contended that their fail 
ure “is more often brought about by the vices of youth than of old 
age; for a dissolute and intemperate youth hands down the body to 
old age in a worn-out state.” He gave examples of old men who 
did retain their physical vigor, but he was more interested in those 
who mellowed and ripened mentally when they became old. Milo 
stepped into the arena at Olympia with a live ox on his shoulders. 
Cicero asked: “Which, then, of the two would you prefer to have

_ Cicero expresses a disdain of the physical pleasures which old 
men are denied. When Sophocles was very old, someone asked him 
whether he was still a lover. ‘Heaven forbid!” cried the dramatist, 
“I was only too glad to escape from that, as though from a boorish 
and insane master.” Somewhat more convincing is Cicero’s answer 
to the charge that old men are deprived of the pleasures of the 
table—“the heaped-up board, the rapid passing of the wine cup.” 
To this, he retorted: “Well, then, (old age) is also free from head- 
ache, disordered oo sleep.”

ONE OF THE PRIME PLEASURES of old age Cicero thought 
to be the joy of watching things grow. “Need I mention,” said he, 
“the starting, planting and growth of vines? I can never have too 
much of this pleasure—to let you into the secret of what gives my 
old age repose and amusement.” And he adds: “Nor is it only on 
cornfields and meadows anti vineyards and plantations that a farmer’s 
life is made cheerful. There are the gardens and the orchard, the 
feeding of sheep, the swarms of bees, endless varieties of flowers.” 

On the last indictment of old age—the ‘nearness to death— 
Cicero exclaims: “What a poor dotard myst he be who has not learnt 
in the course of so long a life that death is not to be feared!” He 
speaks of the ripeness of years and says: “This ripeness is so de- 
lightful to me that, as I approach nearer to death, I seem to be 
sighting land, and to be coming to port at last after a long voyage.”

Radio-Activity Counter Used Here 
First Time to Locate Brain Tumor 
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By a Post-Dispatch Staff 


loge Hospital, using the Geiger-Mueller radio-activity counter 
to locate a brain tumor of a woman patient at the hospital. 


A Geiger-Mueller radio-activity 
counter was used at Firmin Des- 
loge Hospital yesterday to deter- 
mine the location of a brain 
tumor in the first such test to be 
made in St. Louis, it was reported 
by the St. Louis University 
School of Medicine. 

The method, which is more ac- 
curate chan previously-employed 
tests and in addition gives an in- 
dication of the degree of malig- 
nancy, has been known about a 
year. 

Performing the test was Dr. 
George Thoma, a resident physi- 
cian at Firmin Desloge, who previ- 
ously employed the counter for 
this purpose when he was on the 
staff of the Hines (Ill.) Veterans’ 
Hospital. 

The tumor patient was a wom- 
an who had been referred from 
City Hospital to the Firmin Des- 
loge out-patient clinic of the uni- 
versity medical school after other 
evidence indicated a brain tumor. 

A radio-active dye called diiodo- 


\ 
fluorescein first was injected into 
the patient’s arm, and the counter 
then was placed over her head. 
Recordings of radio-activity were 
made for each of 32 standard 
areas. The test is based on the 
fact a tumor absorbs the dye, and 
degree of malignancy is indicated 
because the more malignant the 
tumor the more dye it retains. 

Medical school authorities said 
that among methods used before 
in St. Louis were the air-enceph- 
alogram and the electro-en- 
cephalogram, neither of which in- 
dicated the degree of malignancy. 
Earlier methods were described 
as about 85 per cent accurate, 
whereas the radio-activity counter 
was reported to attain an accuracy 
of 95 per cent. 

In addition to the Hines Vet- 
erans’ Hospital and the St. Louis 
University School of Medicine, 
other institutions that have em- 
ployed the new test include the 
University of Minnesota School of 
Medicine.

That is why it is so necessary, 
‘I believe, to recogaize soon that 
the German future lies in a re- 
united Germany which is commit- 
ted by its own vital ‘interests, as 
well as by treaty, to a neutralized 
unentangled middle position in 
Europe. It would be vain to hope, 
too much to expect, voluntary 
and orderly statesmanlike agree- 
ment on such a solution. But the 
decisive point is not whether the 
Russians will agree. Nor ig it 
whether this is the kind of solu- 
~~ which we would most prefer 
O see. 


The decisive point is that the 
German nation is, as its spirit 
revives, as its leaders emerge 
from the underground and from 
the rubble, certain to seek an in- 
dependent course—one - which 
could lead to unity, security and 
a leading position of power and 
influence in Europe.

“Correspondingly, 
the path of free, objective news 
coverage did not become 
smoother. 

“As the areas of political con- 


flict broadened, so the areas of |{@ 
mistrust 


of unhampered reporting 

broadened. The spread of Com- 
munist domination brought a cor- 
responding spread in the terri- 
tories which barred free journal- 
istic endeavor. / 

“Censorship restriction were 
stiffened, not relaxed: new bar- 
riers, notably in China .and east- 
ern Europe, were erected to keep 
reporters from gaining access to 
news coverage. Even in the west- 
ern world, theré was, no notice- 
able lightening of restrictive 
burdens; indeed, there were in- 
stances of additional harassment. 
The trend was toward official 
Secrecy, off-the-record confi- 
dences, anonymous statements. 

“All this made it more diffi- 
cult for Associated Press men to 
get at the truth. Yet, despite all 
obstacles, they succeeded in tell- 
ing the essentials of the news. 

“We expect, of course, to per- 
sist in efforts to keep open the 
channels of news available to us, 
and to reopen those now closed. 
We expect. to pursue the battle 
for freedom of news with all dili- 
gence. But it must be said that 
it is impossible from this point 
to see much light ahead: there 
is little prospect that our job will 
become easier in the months to 
come.”

Devotion to Task. 

This was the story Rockefeller 
told: 

“To save you from the garru- 
lous ramblings of one in the 
upper-aged bracket, I have com- 
mitted to writing the few words 
that I am about to say. . 

“TI was my father’s only son. 
It had always been taken for 
granted that on the completion 
of my education I would go into 
his office to help him with his 
multifarious affairs. 

“Feeling that association with 
him would be the best possible 
training for the task, I declined 
an invitation to make a trip 
around the world following the 
completion of my college course 
and abandoned the thought of a 
year in law school in preparation 
for,a business life. 


the first Monday of October 1897, 
having graduated from Brown 
University the previous spring, I 
entered my father’s private office 
at 26 Broadway. 

“From that day to the day of 
his death my one desire was to 
help him in every way in my 
power. I was always as glad to 
black his shoes, to pack his bag, 
to act as the courier of family 
travels at home or abroad, and on 
such trips to write his letters, to 
decipher his business cables, to 
handle his mail and callers as I 
was later to represent him in 
various of his interests, business 
and philanthropic, and to help 
initiate and carry on the several 
foundations and other eleemosy- 


nary institutions which he brought 
into being and heavily endowed. 
Trusted From Outset. 


“Neither before I went into his 
office nor at any time thereafter 
did my father ever tell me, either 
directly or through his associates, 
what I was to do. Left entirely 
on my own, I sought as rapidly 
as possible to familiarize myself 
with his various interests and to 
be helpful wherever I saw the op- 
portunity. 

“He never gave me any authori- 
ty, any power of attorney, or any 
title. For years, however, in 
helping to carry out his plans and 
paves as I understood them,

“He could at any time have 
challenged my legal right to do so:

“As my experience grew, his 
confidence in my judgment in- 
creased. Of that fact he gave 
abundant proof in the large gifts 
which he made meé from time to 
time and which have enabled me 
with the passing years to continue 
in my own way the work for hu- 
manity throughout the world 
which he initiated and of which 
his own life and deeds were ever

“I was made a member of this 
organization, as I have been ac- 
cepted in many other relation- 
ships since, as my father’s repre- 
sentative. That hag been and al- 
ways will be my proudest title. 

“To carry on those services to

purpose the resources which he 
so generously made available has 
been my objective throughout life.

VACCINATION ORDER 
FOR TRAVELERS TO 
U.S, FROM BRITAIN 


NEW YORK, April 7 (AP)— 
Health officials said yesterday 
that persons coming to this coun- 
try from infected areas of the 
British Isles would be held in 
quarantine unless they are vac- 
cinated against smallpox. 

The infected areas were not de- 
fined. An outbreak of the dis- 
ease in Scotland has caused two 
deaths and brought"4000 persons 
into contact with the disease. 

Dr. John F. Mahoney,. New 
York City Health Commissioner, 
said visitors from the areas who 
have been vaccinated recently will 
“not be detained on entering the 
United States. But non-vaccinat- 
ed travelers will be inoculated 
free and held three to seven days 
to insure that they do not have 
smallpox. 

If they refuse to be vaccinated, 
Dr. Mahoney said, they will be 
held 14 days until the disease—if 
they have it—has a chance to 
show itself.

April 7 (AP)—Thousands flocked 
here today to see a sleeping Ger-| 
man woman, with blood appar- 
ently oozing from her eyes and 
palms as it has every Good Friday 
since 1926.

In her 
frances she experienced the

Miss Neumann is said to have 
gone without food or water for 
many years. 

“Of course there cannot be 
the slightest question about it,” 
the Rev. Josef Naber, local priest, 
said: “I have been here for 40 
years and have known Terese 
Neumann since she was a school 
girl. She neither eats, nor drinks. 
It has been confirmed by a doctor 
and two nurses, who once watched 
her day and night for two weeks. 
At the end of that period she had 
lost no weight.” 

Informants in Vatican City said 
the Vatican normally does not 
make pronouncements on such 
phenomena. However, a spokes- 
man at the German Pontifical 
College in Rome said no obstacle 
had been placed in the way of 
Germans or other persons see- 
ing Miss Neumann and described 
that as an indication that church 
authorities in Germany are satis- 
fied her experience—known as 
“the blessed stigmata”—is genu- 
ine.

A COSH, on the other hand, we have learned, 
is current London slang for the proverbial blunt 
instrument.

Capra’s unduubted genius 
characters seem warmly human fashion this 
old rebaked hash of hokum into a thoroughly 
entertaining film.

s is a remake by Paramount of the 1934 Columbia 
comedy, “Broadway Bill,” which starred Warner Baxter and 
was from a story by Mark Hellinger.

C. B. Back to the Old Testament 
That old Bible student, Cecil B. DeMille, has given his 


version of:“SAMSON AND DELILAS,” in a lavish Technicolor 
movie by that name which will open tomorrow at the SHU- 
BERT. C. B. comes up with his best combination of religion, 
sex and spectacle which he has found in- 

fallible at the box-office these many years. 

He has edorned the lean story of Judges 

XIII-XVI with all the gaudy glamour of a 

five-ias cifcus, and topped it, off with the 

most spectacular act of his producing career 

since he parted the Red Sea—the destruction 

by Samson of the temple of Dagon in Gaza. 

His Delilah, in the person of the sleek and feline Hedy 
Lamarr, is a cozening siren in the tradition of the vamps 
of the silent days. His Samson, portrayed by Victor Mature, 
with his huge torso, noble brow and curly black locks, is a 
hero in the most theatrical of molds. His costumers have 
flung flaming silks and satins and. gold and silver plated 
armor about with abendon. His engineers can tumble down 
huge building blocks like a child’s toy fort collapsing. 

He misses none of the opportunities for eye-catching or 
standard thrills—Samson battling the lion bare-handed (a 
put-up bout that would shame a wrestling impresario); Samson 
smashing the Philistines about at the wedding feast; cracking 
their skulls with the jaw-bone of an ass in what the Bible 
describes as the slaying of 1000 Philistine soldiers, but which 
DeMille modestly makes “a hundred or a thousand”; Samson 


and Delilah bathing in. a moonlit pool which looks like a [> 


calendar painting; Samson’s eyes beirg put out; the giant 
chained to de mill, beg pardon, the mill; Samson cruelly 
baited in the temple. 

Yes, he has everything—everything but a good script and 
good acting. The dialogue of his scripters doesn't improve 
upon the Bible, certainly. It is by turns flamboyant, curiously 

stilted, or filled with the cliches which C.B. seems to love so 
dearly. Some of the lesser actors deliver their speechs in 


full-blown declamatory style that the director has allowed to 4 
contrast strangely with Mature’s speech, which remains as . 


naturalistic as in @ gangster melodrama, or the polished ironic 
style of George Sanders as the Saran. At that, Mature, who 
works with some sincerity, and Sanders, who refuses to be 
stampeded into the rather general hamming about him, come 
out with some integrity in a work that contains very little of 
that quality.

BLOOMINGTON, Ill., April 7. 


HIS central Illinois communi- 

ty is known variously as the 

place where Lincoln made his 
“lost speech”; as Gov. Adlai 
Stevenson’s home town and as 
the only city in the world, accord- 
ing to Ripley, where a street 
originates at the campus of one 
university and terminates at the 
campus of a second. While most 
of Bloomington’s 35,000 citizens 
are not unaware of these facts, 


they take an even greater pridein — 


a fourth distinction: Bloomington 
is the home of the American 
Passion Play. 

Passion plays, of course, have 
existed for centuries, growing out 
of the miracle and mystery plays 
popular in the Middle Ages. 
Usually they portray only the 
events: of the last few days of 
Christ’s life on earth, known as 
Passion Week. The most famous 
of such plays is that enacted by 
the townspeople of Oberammer- 
gau in the Bavarian Alps. With 
a few exceptions, because of war, 
the Oberammergau play has been 
performed in every tenth year 
since 1634. It is this drama which 
inspired the Bloomington pro- 
duction, which opened its twenty- 
eighth season here April 2. 

The Passion Play is presented 
in the 1400-seat Scottish Rite 
Temple auditorium, with per- 
formances this year each Sunday 
afternoon during April and May, 
plus one Wednesday evening per- 
formance. During this period an 
estimated 14,000 persons will be 
added to the half-million from 
over the world who already have 
come to Bloomington to witness 
the religious drama. 

None of the performers is paid 
for his work and the play itself 
is operated on a non-profit basis. 
Admission charges go merely to 
defray expenses. 

The Bloomington production 
had its inception shortly after 
World War I, when Delmar D. 
Darrah, a Bloomington teacher 
and writer and leader in the 
national Masonic movement, de- 
cided that Americans should 
have the opportunity to see such 
a play withort traveling to 
Europe. 

He drew upon his knowledge 
of the Oberammergau produc- 
tion, enlisted the help of inter- 
ested citizens and wrote his own 
version of those final days before 
the Crucifixion. The first per- 
formance was staged here in 
1923 and was repeated for four 
consecutive Sundays. It was re- 
ceived enthusiastically and Dar- 
rah was urged to put on the pro- 
duction again the following year. 
He did, and it has been going 
and growing ever since, although 
Darrah himself died in 1945. 

While the original drama com- 
posed by Darrah has been re- 
written numerous times and the 
length of the play has grown 
from 25 scenes to 65, lasting al- 
most five hours, two basic ideas 
have prevailed. Following the

plan of the Oberammergau pro- 
duction, no professional actors 
are used. Every one of the 250 
persons in the play—even the 
two mules used in the Triumphal 
Entry scene—is an amateur. 
Secondly, every, line, costume and 
scene is based on years of re- 
search and is as historically ac- 
curate as its creators can possi- 
bly make it. 

Unlike the Oberammergau 
play, and most other similar pro- 
ductions in this country, the 
Bloomington play does not limit 
itself to Jesus’s last days on 
earth. It begins with John pro- 
claiming the Messiah and*carries 
on through from the Sermon on 
the Mount down to the Ascension. 
Darrah made several trips to 
Europe and Palestine gathering 
material for the production that 
became his life’s work after that 
first successful performance in 
1923. He spent two years on 
one scene alone—the wedding 
feast at Cana—in order to present 
the first miracle in correct de- 
tail.

EALISM is the keynote of the 
R via. Two tons of water, ac- 
companied by lightning and 
thunder real enough to make some 
in the audience wonder if they 
shouldn’t run for shelter, are used 
in the scene for portraying Jesus 
walking on the water. The deep 
red welts left on Christ’s back by 
the scourging of the Romans are 
just red powder but, from the 
audience, they appear only too 
real. Realism almost assumed a 
tragic note in one performance 
some years back. In the scene 
denoting the suicide of Judas, the 
performer almost hanged himself 

by accident. 
After watching the townspeople 
of Oberammergau perform, Dar- 


rah reasoned that professional 
actors only would lend an artifi- 
cial polish to a production that 
he felt must appear natural 
throughout. That is why the 
Passion Play has become a com- 
munity enterprise here. Two or 
three generations in some fam- 
ilies have performed in the plav 
at various times. Players are not 
permitted to “act.” From the 
moment they begin work, they 
are told to be natural and human. 

“The people who followed 
Jesus came from the common 
walks of life,” play officials ex- 
plain. “These people had very 
little education. They were good 
people but the lives which they 
had lived made them awkward 
and their speech lacked polish. 
For this reason there is no overt 
acting in the American Passion 
Play.” 

So,- from its inception, the 
play has drawn on Bloomington 
citizens for its characters. Only 
two men have portrayed Christ. 
Frederick A. Hitch, a merchant, 
held the role from 1923 to 1937. 
Since that time, the part has 
been played by Harold D. Wal- 
ters, an insurance man. Walters, 
who spent seven years in the 
Methodist ministry, stands a 
rugged six feet, two inches tall 
and epitomizes Darrah’s idea of 
how Christ must have looked: 
Not an ascetic, ecclesiastical fig- 
ure, but a vigorous, virile, active 
person. 

Mary is portrayed by Mrs. Ros- 
alee McElroy, a housewife, whose 
husband, Joseph McElroy, takes 
the part of Joseph Caiaphas in 
the play. Their three children 
also have roles in the produc- 
tion. Judas Iscariot is played 
by Frank Hartenstein, a travel- 
ing salesman for a wholesale drug 
firm, while John the Apostle is

Such 
standardization. is vitally import- 
ant in these days of scientific 
recipes and the use of ready- 
mixes, which depend on accurate 
measurement for their success. 


While these behind-the-scenes 
activities have had an influence 
upon almost all homes, Mrs. Her- 
bert is best known for her “This 
Is How I Keep House” series in 
McCall’s, telling how women 
throughout the country manage 
their homes and make use of their 
equipment. 

Mrs. Herbert was married last 
year to Dr. Leo Herbert, a physi- 
cian in Syracuse, N.Y. “I ac- 
quired six children, 10 grandchil- 
dren, and a lovely home all at 
the same time,” she laughs.

South’s chances faded to nil. He 
finished up with a 200-point pen- 
alty, and this result, of course, 
then had to be contrasted with 
the four-heart contract which 
North could have made. 

The discussion that followed 
between North and South revealed 
a wide cleavage in opinion—as 
previously mentioned. North in- 
sisted that he had given South 
due warning by refusing to raise 
two no-trump to three, and pre- 
ferring instead to rebid the heart 
suit; while South maintained that 
North should have gone on to 
four hearts simply because he 
couldn’t stand three no-trump. 

Needless to say, there were col- 
lateral arguments from both sides 
of the table, to back up the main 
theses, but the issue was clearly 
joined: Should South bid four 
hearts instead of three no-trump; 
and when he actually bid three 
no-trump, should North pass or 
continue with his major suit? 

Despite the fact that some high- 
ranking masters support the North 
stand, it seems to this observer 
that South’s position is the logical 
one! North’s three-heart rebid 
over two no-trump does not dis- 
claim the ability to stand a no- 
trump contract—it merely ex- 
presses a preference for hearts— 
and North’s hand calls for a 
stronger declaration than that!
